Miss Louisa Gerard (24), ,. des- 
cribed as'of New York, was this 
morning charged before! Major c. 
Willson, O.B.E., at the Central 
Magistracy with having arrived in 
the Colony on board the Canadian 
Pacific RMS. “Empress of ‘Rus- 
sia,” from Shanghai, without a 
passage ticket,’ or the : permission 
or consent of the ownera of the 
vessel. ' : 
Sub-Inspector Elston, who pro- 
secuted, told the Magistrate that 
Misa Gergrd was found on the 
“Empress,” soon after the: ship 
had left Shanghai, She had pre- 
viously.come to Hong Kong in De- 
cember, 1926, by stowing away on 
a Butterfield and Swire boat. On 


“this occasion, as it was found that |’ 


the officers of the ship were not 


entirely blameless, Miss Gerard |- 


was put back on the ship which 
took. her to Canton.- j 

In 1927 Miss Gerard was alleg- 
ed to have attempted ‘to. commit 
suicide in Shanghai and when she 
was charged in Court’ there the 
prosecution stated that she had 
; to Hong: Kung no 
fewer ‘than eight occasions. 

Remand Requested , 

Proceeding, the Inspector said 
that he understood from Mr. 
Proctor of the Shipping Company 
that a lady passenger on the "Em- 
press of Russia” had Interested 
herself in Miss Gerard and had 
promised to help her. That lady 
was not present in Court, however, 
and in the circumstances, the In- 
apector asked for an adjournment 
of the case until to-morrow in 
order'to see what the lady propos- 
ed to do for the girl. :

WHOLE VILLAGES HUNGRY 


Peking, Yeatarday. , 

The China International Famine 
Relief Commission's foreign investi- 
gator,'Mr. E. H. Oliver, transmits to 
Peking a report of the appalling 
conditions in the aren ‘in Shensi be- 
tween-the Yellow River bend and 
Sianfu. 

‘At one point lie discovered 200 
villagers huddled in a cave, with- 
out food, afflicted with terrible eye 
sickness, awaiting death: : 

Mr. Oliver found whole villages 
without one pound of grain left. 
The villagers were grinding up 
dried grasses to powder, to make a 
kind of horrible porridge. 

Nowhere has winter grain been 
sown, hence, there will be no 
spring harvest. 

” Families’ Sulclde 
In one hsien, 70,000 out of a’ po- 
pulation of 120,000 were compb2te- 
ly destitute of food and its-sub- 
stitutes. The remninder of the 
people got very little. jase 2: 

Phe local gentry are doing their 
best with grtuel kitchens, but this 
ia merely a drop in the bucket. -The 
same applies to the amount of grain 
the Government has so far sent to 
this area. ; 

At Sanyuon, Mr. Oliver found a 
mob of several thousand, madden- 
ed by hunger, threntening to loot 
the, city unless fed.-. The people 
everywhere were (desperate. ‘Tal 
one hsien a hundred families had 
committed suicide rather than con-

We have also to record ‘that, 
what in’ 1924 was regarded’ as 
sdmewhat vistonary, Kowloon is 
represented on the Legislative Coun- 
cil by two membors. ‘In reviewing 
the work of 1924, the then Prest- 
dent expressed the hope that, Kow- 
loon would have representation on 
the Council and last year the mat- 
ter was again vigorously comment- 
ed on by the retiring . President. 
We congratplate the two Kowloon 
residents who Ihave now ‘deen 
chosen, and look forward to giving 
our assistance on all matters on 
which they may desire to be advised. 

‘The Association always endea- 
yours to.keep ‘ita requests within 
reasonable bounds and there fs still 
plenty of scope for the useful ac- 
tivity of such a body-in expressing 
the aspirations and desires of a 
rapidly increasing ‘ population con- 
sisting as {t does of all nationalities. 
A study of the accompanying cor- 
respondence ‘will prove, that your 
Committee has not hesitated to use 
its best endeavours to bring about 
those communal improyements, the 
need for which brought the Associa-

This, howevor, is not 
an occasion on which it is proper 
to speak of the eminent life-long 
seryice given to Hong Kong by 
Sir Henry May as an administra. ‘ 
tor, and I need only mention 
briefly what he did for the Young 
Men’s Christian Association in 
this Colony, . ‘ 

12 Years President | 
_ He was President of the Asso- 
ciation for twelve years, and dur- . 
ing that time he took the keenest 
interest in its work. He was 
largely instrumental in procuring 
for the Association the fine site 
upon which stands the building in 
which we now are, He algo col- 
lected considerable subscriptions 
towards the building fund of the 
Association, being himself a gen- 
erous contributor to that fund.

£16,000, of which New Zealand ‘has, 
offered to contribute £2,500." The 
British and New Zealand Govern- 
ments have been invited to nomin- 
ate representatives for the scienti- 
fic personnel.—Reuter.

Byrd's Claim for United States 
New York, Yesterday. . 

The discovery of vast new An- 
tarctic territory which he has 
claimed for the United States, is | 
described by Commander Byrd in 
a despatch, to the “New York 
Times.” ‘ 

The territory which. was dis- 
covered by two aeroplanes after 
an extensive flight, has been nam- 
ed Marie Byrd Land after the ex- 
plorer’s wife. ‘Byrd also claims to 
have discovered a second new, 
mountain range with peaks rising 
to 10,000 feet, situated In Marie 
Byrd Land between Ross Sea’ and 
Graham Land and outside British 
territory. The range Iles east and 
south of the- first range recently 
discovered by Byrd and named the 
Rockefeller Range, which is in New 
Zealahd territory. 

_ About 40,000 square miles of 
the Antarctic has been explored by
